In a surprise announcement, 
the Gorge Everystudentintown 
University announced it would 
reverse decades-long policies of 
pillaging its student body. 

In the first of sweeping new 
changes, campus President S.

) Illicit homosexual activity in 
the Marvin Center men’s room is a 
serious “nuisance,” posing a securi- 
ty risk to the building, and earlier 
attempts to thwart the activity 
have failed (could this lead get any 
longer, wait, look, yes it can) 
according to Marvin Center and 
University Police officials. 

The actions in the men’s rooms 
“represent a significant nuisance 
to the members of the University 
community using the bathroom for 
necessary purposes,” Marvin 
Center director Le Norman St. 
Rong said. 

The activities center around off- 
campus men, (just what is an off- 
campus man anyway?) and are not 
unique to the Marvin Center. 
Similar activities have been report- 
ed in Funger Hall and the Hall of 
Government, University Police 
officials said, adding that private 
buildings at other D.C. colleges 
have similar problems. 


In Bob Dornan’s 1989 Address 
Book, a North American guidebook 
for homosexuals, the Marvin 
Center is referred to as a 
Washington, D.C. gay “cruising 
area,” along with buildings at 
Catholic, Howard and Georgetown. 
(Who did the research for this 
story?) 

At least four off-campus men 
have received warnings from GW 
security this year for reported “sus- 
picious” activities in the Marvin 
Center bathrooms, according to 
University Police records. 

When a “suspicious” person is 
reported in the Marvin Center, 
security officers will approach the 
person in question and request 
identification, said University 
Police director Curtis Goode. If the 
person doesn’t provide GW ID or is 
in the building “without lawful 
authority,” the person will be given 
a “barring notice.” 

The security officer will then 
write the nature of the incident 
and personal identification on the 
notice (and this has what to do 
with this story?), which states that 
the person will be arrested if a sec- 
ond violation is reported. 

Homosexual activities have 
been reported in the Marvin 
Center bathrooms since the build- 
ing was built in 1620; and increas- 
ing and decreasing reports of such 
incidents are part of the never-end- 
ing cycle dependent on a number of 
factors, said Abe Cotter, OCL 
flunky. 

“We are marshaling the whole 
Marvin Center staff to be more 
sensitive because of recent com- 
plaints,” Cotter said. “We need to 


control and decrease the activity so 
people feel comfortable using the 
restrooms.” 

Cotter said he received “very 
low if not non-existent” reports of 
witnessed physical activity in the 
past few years, saying most of the 
complaints are based on “suspi- 
cions.” 

“The issue of the bathrooms is a 
serious problem for safety and 
security of people using the build- 
ing,” he said, adding that he hopes 
more people will report events to 
security or Marvin Center 
Operations. “If more people report 
incidents, we can better document 
when and where these things hap- 
pen.” 

(Sounds like Cotter needs a lit- 
tle action himself) 

He said past attempts - such as 
locking the restrooms at specific 
times, increasing ID checks or tak- 
ing the doors off bathroom stalls - 
have either failed or were rejected 
by Marvin Center officials. (Why 
not just try Nazi stormtroopers?) 

GW Student Association presi- 
dent John David Morris (when in 
doubt, get a quote from the SA 
pres) is outraged at the pervasive- 
ness of the activity in the Marvin 
Center, and Tuesday night he 
reported to University Police two 
“suspicious men” he witnessed in 
the fourth floor men’s bathroom.

“We have to clean them out of 
the Marvin Center,” Morris said 
yesterday. “It is not an impossible 
task if GW security and Marvin

Goode said that from Jan. 1 to 
Feb. 5, security has issued 18 bar- 
ring notices this year to suspicious 
people on campus. (Didn’t we say 
earlier that it was four for the 
year?) He added that 293 were

The barring notices have been 
effective because “they heed our 
warning,” Goode said, adding that 
security issues, on the average, one 
or two arrests for repeated warn- 
ings a month.

J Street closes; becomes S&M playground 


The ceiling in the School Without 
Walls caved in Sunday, due to what 
city engineers are calling a “lack of 
structural Support” and “major 
design flaws.” 

“We’re surprised it stayed up as 
long as it did,” said Chief Engineer 
Ed.
